AN ONLOOKER IN FRANCE. 
It would take more space than a news- 


er review to do justice to ‘this remark- 
Its purpose is stated in the 


pa 
able book. 
preface :— | 

“The only thought I wish to convey 15 
my sincere thanks for the wonderful oppor- 
tunity that was given me to look on an 
see the fighting man and to learn to revere 
and worship him—that is the only serious 
thing. I wish to express my worship and 
reverence to that gallant company. 

Now that the great deeds and herolc 
sacrifices of these men are swiftly passing 
from the public mind—so swiftly, indeed, 
that: the consciousness of our obligations 
to the survivors seems almost to have 
‘disappeared—it is well to have this 
record. The book is a cry of human pity— 
the grief of one who loves the beauty 
of heroism, seeing the heroes spurned in 
their great need by those who sent them 
theoneh that Hell that France was, in the 
naiie of their country. Reproductions of 
the portraits, pictures and studies that Sir 
William Orpen painted of the chief people 
engaged in the war, and of the ruined and 
desolate land that had been the fair fields 
of France, complete the volume. 

The charm of its sensitive and highly 
individual. style, lightened by many a 
witty saying and amusing tale, gives a 
vivt4 picture of the life of the time.. It is 
fold of good sh which one longs to 
Quote ; but, space being limjted, we must 
be content to give what we can of the 
writer's message, that this labour of love 
may, perhaps, inspire others to see that 
the promises so lavishly given to those 
who have passed away may even yet be 
honoured for the sake of their companions 
who are still with us and suffering great 


“T shall never forget my first sight of 
the Somme battlefields. lt was snowin 
fast, but the ground was not covered, an 
there was this endless waste of mud, holes 
and water. Nothing but mud, water, 
crosses, and broken tanke ; miles and miles 
of it, , » « s and running through it 
the great artery, the Albert-Bapaume road, 
with its endless stream of men, guns, food 
lorries, mules, and cars all pressing along 
with apparently unceasing energy towards 
the front. Past all the little crosses where 
their comrades had fallen, nothing daunted, 
they pressed on towards the Hell that 
awaited them on the far side of Bapaume. 
The mud, the cold, the noise, the misery, 
and, perhaps, death—on they went, 
plodding through the mud, those wonder- 
ful men, perhaps singing one of their 
cheer-making songs, such as :— 

“I want to go home, 


“I want to go home, ' 
‘I don’t want to go to the trenches no more. 


“How did they do it? ‘I want to go 
home.’ Does anyone realise what those 
words must have meant to them then? I 
believe I do now—a little bit. Even I, 
from my back, looking-on position, some- 
times felt the terrible fear, the longing to 
get away. What must they have felt? 
‘From battle, murder, and sudden death, 
good Lord, deliver us” . .. . - Isat 
with the Brigadier for a time and watched 
the men coming out from the trenches. 
Some sick ; some with trench feet ; some on 
stretchers ; some walking ; worn, sad, and 
dirty—all stumbling along in the glare. 
The General spoke to each as they passed. 
I noticed that their faces had no change 
of expression. Their eyes were wide open, 
the pupils very small, and their mouths 
always sagged a bit. They seemed like 
men in a béas, hardly realising where 
they were or what they were doing. They 
showed no sign of pleasure at the idea of 
leaving Hell for a bit. It was as if they 
had gone through so much that nothing 
mattered.’’ 

“I was now ordered back to London 
(March, 1918). London seemed very 
strange to me at first. I felt very out of 
things. 

“Nobody I met, except the soldiers, or 
those who had been to France like myself, 
seemed to have any thoughts in common 
with mine: they did not appear to want 
to think about the fighting man or of the 
colossal deeds that were being done daily 
and nightly on the several fronts. No, 
they all talked of their own war work. 
Overworked they were, breaking up—some 
at.munitions, some at shoemaking classes ; 
others darning socks—and they were all 
suffering terribly from air raids. In fact, 
to put it in a few words, they were well 
in the middie of the world war; they were 
just the same as the fighting man in 
France or on some other front. 

“Then it was that the definite thought 
came to me; the fighting map, the hero, 
will be forgotten ; that the peopse of Eng- 
land who have not been ‘overseas’ ancl 
seen them at work, would never realise 
what these men have been through—win 
or lose, they would never know. 

“Their constant talk was of the terrible 
things they at home were going through 
on air-raid nights. It hurt me—their 
complaining about their little chances of 
damage, when I knew that millions of men 
were running a big risk of being blown 
into eternity at any moment, day or night. 
It is true my first visit home made me 
realise that the fighting man after the war 
would be ignored, ry knew the reason— 
‘jealousy.’ I had been given the chance of 
looking on, and I had seen and wor- 
shipped, But if [had not seen, I might 
have felt just-the same as those who stayed 
at home.” 

__“For four, years the fighting men had 
thought of nothing except that great 
moment of achievement: now it had come, 


| the great thing had ceased, the war was 


won and over. The fighting man—that 
marvellous thing that I had eh? me 
atl the time I had been in France—had 
ceased actively to exist. I realised then, 
almost as much as I do now, that he was 
lost, - ten. ‘Greater love hath ho 
man ’-—they had given up their all for the 
sake of the 


t home, 
misery, “and terror of. eudden,deash, “ 
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Could one doubt that those at home would 
not reward them? Alas, yes! and the 
doubt has come true. It e me very de- 
pressed. The one thin "wonderful 
super-men gáve me to think that evening 
was: ‘What shall we do? Will they do 
as they promised for us? I gave up all 
life and work at home and came out 
here. to Kill and to be killed. Here I am 
stranded—-I cannot kill anyone any more, 
and nobody wants to kill me. What am I 
todo? Surely they will give me some job 
1 have done 7 bit, they can’t just let 
me starve.’ ‘When you come back home 
again '—yes, that crossed their minds and 
mine for them. Wending my way home 
through the blackened streets that night, 
I met a Tommy who threatened to kill 
me because of his misery. I talked him 
down and brought him to my room, and 
told him I really believed he would have 
& great time in the future, I doubted 
what I said, but he believed me, and went 
off to his billet happy for that one night. 
“Could anyone forecast the tragedy that 
has happened to so many of these men 
since | at great human Field-Marshal, 
Lord Ea the man who knows, works for 
them still, and asks—but who answers? 
Great God! it makes one think, remember, 
think and wonder, what impossibly thank- 
less people human beings are.’’ It is sad, 
but very, very true!

WAR CORRESPONDENTS. 

Ther? are many reasons for reading the 
set of adventures which Mr. Villiers so 
stirringly records. To begin with, one has 
heard so much about him that one is 
anxious to note what manner of man he 
was. Certainly he is a man to be liked: 
he tells his tales in a way that commands 
our admiration. We had, however, another 
reason for reading these two volumes. 
We were desirous of noting the 
change, the -normous change, between 
the war correspondent of five decades and 
the war correspondent of the great war. 
For, indeed, gone are the days Mr. Villiers 
describes in his interesting pages. No 
longer will the war correspondent hasten 
to the telegraph before the fight is finished 
to “wire’’ off his impressions. The ad- 
ventures which the author now records are 
for all practical purposes over and done 
with. flere is the advice Archibald 
Forbes, surely the king of war correspon- 
dents, used to tender: “My dear boy, 
there are four important things you must 
always bear in mind in our profession. 
However interesting a battle may be, you 
must always get away before your com- 
munications are cut, for your material will 
be held up or may never arrive. You 
must not be taken prisoner, for then you 
will be out of the business completely. 
You must not get wounded, for then you 
become a useless expense to your paper ; 
and if you get killed you will be an in- 
fernal fool.’ 

These four pieces of advice have to-day 
no longer any possibility of application to 
the facts of the Great War or the war of 
the future. The proof of this lies so 
plainly in the two volumes before us 
that he who runs may read. The 
author plunges at once in medias res, 
for, in the second chapter, we are in 
the war in Serbia under King Milan, where 
he met Archibald Forbes. There is a 
thrilling account of the war between 
Russia and Turkey, in which the outstand- 
ing generals on both sides were Skobeleff 
and Valentine Baker Pasha. There are 
shrewd characterisations of both men, and 
it has always been one of our regrets that 
Valentine Baker Pasha was unable to win 
his way back to the British Army. As the 
author reminds us, Skobeleff used to say 
to him that, whenever he had a severe set- 
back in his advance to Constantinople, an 
) wre was invariably at the bottom 
of it. aN, 

During the armistice period the author 
wanted Skobeleff and Raker to meet 
yy he asked them to dine 
at the Club Commercial at Maritime in 
the Grand Rue de Pera. “When we 
entered the lounging room of the club he— 
i.¢., Baker—stood toasting his back before 
a roaring fire, waiting for his great a@- 
versary.

His visage was long and devoid 
of any kind of brightness—lacking even 
the sparkle of the eye which sometimes 
will make a homely face radiant—yet one 
always felt that behind that taciturn mask 
there was tremendous power. This was 
vividly demonstrated one morning at 
breakfast. That meal was always a mov- 
able feast at the Highland lodge where 
they were stopping. Mr. Villiers was 
generally down om and so was Lord 
Hartington. The latter took great in- 
terest in the map, for he was then Secre- 
tary of State for India, and there was 
much trouble with the tribes on the north- 
‘western frontier. While Lord Hartington 
was taking his first cup of coffee a mes- 
senger arrived from ndon with the 
Indian mail, which was at once p 
“ the table in front oí him in the shape 
of two leathern bags. He immediately got 
up, and, with his official key, opened the 
first bag. 

This was a most interesting procedure 
to the author. “‘Now,'’ thought I, ‘he 
will snatch up these important despatches 
and engross himself in their perusal.’ 
But nothing in the first bag seemed to 
appeal to him ; he then opened the second. 
Official envelopes poured om to the table.

PHILOSOPHY AND NATURE. 

The late Benjamin Kidd, author of “ The 
Principles of Western Civilisation,’’ “The 
Seience of Power,” and other books of a 
gpg quality, was throughout his 
ife a close observer of Nature and a 
student of animal behaviour, and on sub- 
jects of natural history he made copious 
notes and wrote many articles. A selec- 
tion of these has now been brought together 
in the present volume, and, if there is 
little in them that is actually new, yet so 
charmingly written are they that it would 
have been a pity if they had been allowed 
to pass into the oblivion that overtakes 
most journalistic work. 

These articles deal with the habits of 
bees, birds, hares, eels, frogs, sea trout. 
squirrels, the cuckoo, the nature of 
anima) instinct, animal intelligence, and 
so forth. Books and pamphlets on such 
subjects flow from the Press in an ever- 
expanding stream, but we can hardly have 
too much of them. ere can be no more 
wholesome object of study, few so full of 
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Gxample we must guote.one passage from 
Mr. Kidd concerning @ yOung-cuckoo which 
he had reared from the beginning. The 
cuckoo is a migratory bird and travels vast 
distances. But who can tell what is the 
that drives it on? Let us

“ As the seasán waned, and the time for 
the migtation.of my y euckoo ap- 
proached and passed, its behaviour grew 
interesting. The bird always became very 
restless in the evening. Being much 
attached to me, it generally settled at last, 
so as to be near me, on the stationery 
case on the table on which I was writing, 
in the dim light thrown by the upper 
surface of the green shade of the reading 
lamp by which I worked. Here, as the 
hours wore on, the same thing happened 
every night. After a short interval the 
muscles of the wings began to quiver, this 
action being to all a rance involuntary. 
The movement gradually increased, the 
bird otherwise remaining quite still, until 
it grew to a noiseless, but rapid, fanning 
motion.

In the early stages of this 
mood the bird responded when I spoke to 
it; but in time it ceased to do this, and 
became lost in a kind of trance, with eyes 
open and wings ceaselessly moving. Brain, 
muscles, nervous system, and will all 
seemed inhibited by the stimulus that 
excited it.

MAKERS OF THE NEW WORLD. 

We are not sure that the writer has been 
altogether happy in the choice of his title. 
He gives us very frankly-worded pictures 
of some of the leading figures at the Peace 
Conference, including, of course, several of 
those who held high military commands. 
But was not the Reval Navy, with the 
Allied Fleets, one of the factors which were 
instrumental in bringing the new world to 
the birth? We should have expected a 
vignette of some naval representatives— 
the cautious Jellicoe, or the dashing Beatty. 
Perhaps, however, the fact that the re- 
making of the world was largely a 
question of altering boundaries and re- 
grouping nationalities decided the author 
to confine his attention to the soldiers and 

statesmen of the Conference. 

With the greater figures he deals fully, 
utilising skilfully his admirable power of 
hitting off a character by a judicious blend 
of luminous sentence and pithy story. 
His contrast between Sir William Robert- 
son and Sir Henry Wilson pleased us 
most, possibly because we had not pre- 
viously seen much in print about these 
men. He does not forget those who 
played an important part behind the 
scenes—Sir Maurice Hankey, to whose 
quick brain and never-failing memory the 
success of the Conference was so largely 
due ; Lord Riddell, who was so successful in 
his somewhat thankless task of go-between 
to a secretive assembly and a Press 
avid for news ; and Mr. Philip Kerr, whose 
tact and discrimination in »aterview and 
discussion meant so much to Mr. Lloyd 
George: It only remains to add that in s 
chapter dealing with the daily life of that 
British home in Paris—the Hotel Majestic 
—the writer gives the lie to the gross 
exaggeration and scandal which venemous 
tongues loved to weave around the “ off- 
hour’’ activities of its tenants.

The same quick spirit 
led him into the storming party at the 
siege of Cork, where he was fatally 
wounded. He was no carpet knight: his 
two years naval service in the Mediter. 
ranean at the early age of seventeen di 
much to form a character which, amid 
the flattering seductions ef the Court ef 
Charles II, might have developed into 
sensuality. His life with his young wife 
appears to have been a happy one: the

Labour’s Lesson. 


The manifesto which was issued yester- 

day to trade unionists by a number of 
well-known members of Parliament is a 
remarkable and important docu- 
ment. It is signed by such leaders. of 
the Labour movement as Mr. George 
Jarnes, Mr. Havelock Wilson, Mr. George 
Roberts, and Mr. “Clem ' Edwards, and 
is in the nature of an appeal to the rank- 
and-file of the various trade unions. The 
working classes of these islands ‘gre re- 
minded that, as a result of the malignant 
activities of a small minority, the very 
fact of his being a member of a trade union 
is beginning to identify a man with the 
movement in favour of an economic revolu- 
tion. In the minds of some people the 
term “working man” is synonómous with 
the term ‘“ Bolshevik.’ The authors of 
the manifesto proceed to explain the 
reason of this fantastic idea. For upwards 
of a century earnest-minded friends of 
Labour have struggled to gain for the 
workers the right of collective bargaining, 
and, now that this right has been won, 
it is being abused by extremists for 
political ends. Thus it is becoming “a 
threat and a danger’’ to democracy and 
is raising a finger-post to revolution. Up 
to July of the present year disputes in 
the coal-fields have resulted in a loss to 
the workers of some seventy million days. 
The inditect loss is immeasurable. One 
strike begets another, and thousands of 
innocent workers lose their jobs. The 
moulders’ strike is cited as a case in point. 
This dispute affected a multitude of 
workers—men and women—who had 
neither part nor lot in its making; and 
the ship-joiners’ strike caused thousands 
of engineers and shipwrights to be thrown 
out of work. 

The issue of this striking appeal 
synchronises with the annual Conference 
of the Miners’ Federation at Llandudno, 
and every collier in the country should 
take its precepts to heart. Signs are not 
wanting that the miners have learned their 
lesson, but the folly of their action last 
spring cannot be brought home to them 
too insistently. ' Their leaders are saying 
now what they ought to have said before 
the disustrous stoppage began. Mr. 
Herbert Smith, Acting President of the 
Federation, and the man who took the 
main responsibility for the strike, admits 
now that it was @ fatal mistake, He has 
the courage: to tell the miners that they 
were hopelessly in the wrong. He reveals 
himself not as the fanatical extremist 
that he appeared to be, but as the 
leader .o£í .a. large minority within the 
ranks of the Miners’ Federation, which 
from the very outset opposed the demand 
' for a national” pool,” bat was over-léyal 
to the “die-hard” majority and shared | 
ifé crushing deféat. . From Mr. Smith's | 
speech it is very evident that the Miners’ 
Fedération has been the victim of a 
tyrannous minority of rabid doctrinasres 


very 
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gull a number ‘of their weaker colleagues 
into acceptance of their impossible, pro- 
gramme. It is also evident that the ex- 
tremists have had their day. If the miners 
want the coal mines to be nationalised, 
says Mr. Smith, they must approach their 
ideal through Parliamentary channels. 
There must be no more “direct action,” 
Land politics, as such; must have no part 
in the counsels of industry. This volte face 
in the policy of the miners is welcome 
evidence of a change of heart. 

As the members’ manifesto insists, the 
trade union movement is being weakened 
tothe point of uselesgsness by the work 
of its revolutionary minority, and until 
the advocates of a class war are sent about 
their business by the working man his 
legitimate interests are bound to suffer. 
At present British industry is passing 
through a very grave crisis. Since the 
Armistice continuous strikes and stoppages 
have been bleeding it white, and ‘its 
competitors in Germany and America 
aré leaving it behind in «the race 
for trade supremacy. British goods no 
longer occupy pride of place in the great 
markets—not because they are not better 
than the goods of other nations, ..but 
because they are too dear to-be purchased 
by an impoverished world. Wages. have 
been forced’ up to such an uneconomic 
level that costs have been increased out 
of all proportion. Labour has not bothered 
its head about world conditions. It has 
concentrated all its energies on the task 
of securing for itself a privileged position 
and, in its zealous pursuit of higher wages, 
has brought the whole fabric of our 
national being into jeopardy. Mr. Herbert 
Smith and the members of Parliament 
who have issued the “Call to Labour ” 
have made the present position perfectly 
clear. The future lies in the hands of 
the trade unions. If they take the ex- 
cellent advice which is being offered to 
them, they may yet recover their lost 
prosperity and extricate the nation from 
the economic muddle in which they have 
involved it. Even. Lenin now has been 
forced to admit that the much-maligned 
institution known as “Capital ” has its 
uses and that Bolshevism and its allies 
have been on the wrong tack, The ideal 
towards which British Labour should set 
its face is ungrudging: co-operation with 
its employers. They, too, have their ex- 
tremists who would condemn the workers 
to serfdom ; but, if Labour does its duty, 
public opinion will insist that it shall get 
a square deal. 


Museums. 


In an address delivered to the Museums 
Association at its recent Paris Confer- 
ence, and now published in the Museums 
Journal, Sir Frederick Kenyon, Director 
of the British Museum, reports upon a 
proposed innovation which may well have 
the result of revolutionising the museum 
as we know it and establishing its educa- 
tional value to the casual public upon a 
sound foundation. Briefly, Sir Frederick's 
argument is that there is a “limit to the 
profitable growth of museums,’’ and that 
headaches and boredom are the only im- 
pressions which the casual visitor, “ over- 
_whelmed by the diversity of objects and 
the immense area to be covered,’’ takes 
away with him. Museums, he concludes, 
ought to exhibit not more, but less, and 
to make the less more intelligible. This, 
of course, is no new discovery ; rather, it 
is the experience of every visitor to a large 
public museum, whether in Dublin or 
Bloomsbury. Visitors to Paris tell of the 
relief which they experience in passing 
from the Louvre, a national treasure-house 
wherein lie untold artistic and antiquarian 
riches, all flung together, as it were, into 
his lap, to the Luxembourg, a small and 
compact gallery where the masterpieces of 
living artists are gathered together. Here 
one really can see the wood as well as the 
trees. Not only can he study the parti- 
cular works in which his interest lies, but 
he can obtain and carry away with 
him a substantial impression of the 
phases through which modern art has 
passed and is passing. Clearly, however, 
the process of sub-division can be carried 
only to a limited extent. To push it to 
extremes would mean the sowing of cities 
with museums great and small. This 
would be no bad thing if the funds were 
available with which to construc. the 
scores of temples of beauty and knowledg» 
that would be required; but it has never 
been attempted even to a moderate extent, 
and in these penurious days even the 
broadest kind of sub-division is impossible. 
Probably the Dublin Museum is a good, 
but not exceptional, example of the kind 
of thing that Sir Frederick Kenyon ex- 
horts us to avoid. There a collection of 
postage stamps jostles cases full of 
intaglios, and Japanese armour rubs 
shoulders with Irish dish-rings and old 
English snuff-boxes. A turning taken at 
random brings one upon ancient. Irish gold 
ornaments or stuffed birds or, it may be, 
models of looms and carding machines or a 
collection of geological specimens. This 
sort of thing is bad for more reasons than 
because it sends the visitor early away, 
unable to concentrate his attention on any 
one subject or to carry away a single 
definite or valuable impression. It is bad 
because it encourages small museums to 
clutter’ their rooms and cabinets with 
odds and ends, fragments of collections, 
often the missing links of some nearly 
complete collection that has been gathered 
together elsewhere. Sir Frederick Kenyon 
does not expect to remedy this state of 
affairs,.from which the British Museum, 
by its very completeness, suffers beyond 
others. His proposal is to admit the 
casual visitor only to certain rooms of the 
Museum, ard in those rooms to place 
small and specially . selected collections 
that will tell the whole story, as it were, 
without bewildering by the multiplicity of 
objects presented to the eye. Such a 
scheme, it would seem, must succeed from 
the start. We may hope that in other 
museums a similar effort will be made to 
concentrate the visitor's attention. on 
thoughtfully prepared exhibits that will 
send him home, not with a headache, but 
with the desire to explore further the 
treasure-house of knowledge into which, 
almost uuwittingly, he has stumbled. 


The First Link. 


; In the near future the Empire will have 
its own system of wireless communication. 


‘The first station in the series which will 


bring the most. remote colony into close 
contact with London was opened yester- 
day by the Postmaster-General. It is 
situated at Leafield, in Oxfordshire, and 
three monfhs hence, when its fellow at 
Abu Zubal, near Cairo, has been com- 
pleted, the first link im the Imperial 
“chain”? will have been forged. During 
the next few years other stations will be 
built in India, Australia, Hong Kong, and 
Canada. Every one of them will be in 
touch with smaller establishments, and 
thus virtually. every part of the King's 
Dominions will be within’ the “ chain.” 
This is a splendid project, and, in view 
of its importance, the taxpayers will not 
grudge the money that is spent on it. 
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who were able by sheer perseverance to | They would be well advised, however, to 


watch its development closely.; for the 
undertaking will be under the control of 
the Post Office. It is possible, of course, 
that Mr. Kellaway’s administration of 
the Imperial wireless service will be 
marked by real efficiency. In that event 
the world may be presented with a re 
markable contrast. During the last two 
years the telegraphic service in Ireland 
and between Dublin and London has gone 
steadily from bad to worse. At the present 
time the transmission of a telegram from 
London to Dublin takes from three to six 
hours. The probability is, therefore, that, 
when the Imperial wireless service is in 
working order, there will be* better com- 
munications between London and some 
remote settlement in the Australian bush 
than ‘between London and Dublin. 


Motor Fuel. 
The fall in the price of petrol will be 


welcomed by every motorist; but even 
more important. is the fact that the way 
has: been cleared—partially, at least—for 
the manufacture of motor fuel within the 
Empire. One of the clauses of the Finance 
Bill increases the allowance of threepence 
per proof gallon on British distilled power 
alcohol to fivepence, and removes the net 
surcharge of twopence per proof gallon 
from power alcohol that is imported from 
the Colonies. Consequently power alcohol 
that is produced within the Empire is not 
only free from duty, but has a preference 
of about two shillings a gallon over foreign 
spirit. It remains to be seen whether the 
distillers in the United Kingdom will take 
steps to meet the demand for a cheap 
home-made mofor fuel. That such a de- 
mand exists cannot be in doubt. The usé 
of alcohol as a motor spirit has got beyond 
the experimental stage, and now the cost 
of production is the only thing that 
delays great developments. Experts say, 
however, that the difficulty is being over- 
come, and that to-day it is possible to sell 
power alcohol at two shillings a gallon. 
li production were organised on a large 
scale, its first result would be to bring the 
price of petrol down with a rush. The re- 
ductions announced yesterday were far 
from generous. The price of the com- 
modity in America is only about fifteen 
pence a gallon, and, in the circumstances, 
the charge to the British consumer must 
still be regarded as too high. 


INDIAN IMPORT DUTIES. 


LANCASHIRE COTTON TRADE 
PROTEST. 


A deputation representing the Lancashire 
cotton trade laid their views on the subject of 
the Government attitude to the Indian import 
duties before the Lancashire members of Parlia- 
ment at the House of Commons yesterday. Mr. 
T. Shaw, M.P., presided. : 

Complaints were made as to the alleged in- 
difference of. the Parliamentary representatives 
to Lancashire's interests in the matter, and Mr. 
John Ormerod, Cotton Employers’ Association, 
accusing the Government of playing with Pro- 
tection, said that he could not impress the Lan- 
cashire members too seriously that if thie coun- 
try gave itself up to Protection not only would 
the Indian trade decline, but all trades would 
decline. 

Mr. Montagu, Secretary for India, replying to 
the various contentions expressed, quoted his 
reply to the last deputation, that, having re- 
gard to the promises of the Government, it was 
impossible for him to interfere with the right 
of the Government of India to consider the in- 
teres's of India first. To retrace théir steps in 

iving India fiscal independence would be fata! 

th to the Empire's interests and the interests 
of Lancashire trade particularly. They should 
appeal, he suggested, not to the Imperial Par- 
hament, but to the Government and Legislature 
of India, and to the Fiscal Commission which 
would decide the future tariff. Although due 
it, Lancashire's representation on the Commis- 
sion was not possible, The advisability of its 
having the views of Lancashire before it wouid 
be urged. Nothing could ensure for India a 
fuller welcome into the partnership of the 
British Dominions than her willingness to give 
Imperial Preference, but any declaration of 
such policy to the Indian people would be fatal 
to its achievement. .,

The Attorney-General for Ireland stated

Sir J. Butcher received a sympathetic 
reply to his inquiry as to what provision 
was being made by way of pension or 
compensation to Irish policemen wounded 
or injured in the 1916 rebellion. Some 
increases of pension had already been 
granted, and the Government were con- 
sidering their case before issuing the regu 
lations consequent upon the passing of the 
Police Pensions Act. 

The action of the Lords in amending the 
Safeguarding of Industries Bill, despite 
the fact that it had been certified as a 
“money Bill’’ by the Speaker, led to an 
amusing little comedy this afternoon. 
During question time Mr. Asquith and Sir 
Donald Maclean were observed to be 
busily consulting books of reference, and 
it was surmised that they were consider- 
ing whether they could save the Lords’ 
amendments and so hamstring the hated 
measure without stultifying their action 
in passing the Parliament Act. 

This impression was strengthened by 
what happened a little later. The Leader 
of the House intimated that ho was going 
to ask the House to reject the Lords’ 
amendment without discussion, on the 
simple ground that they infringed’ the 
— of the Commons. Up jumped 

ieutenant-Commander Kenworthy to pro- 
test against a procedure which would pre- 
vent the House from considering the 
amendments on their merits. Then Mr. 

Asquith rose, and when he began by say- 
ing that Mr. Speaker's ruling and Mr. 
Chamberlain's proposal constituted a ques- 
tion of great gravity, some of us thought 
that he was going to give the House a 
specimen of his skill as a special pleader, 
and would advance arguments to show 
that the privileges of the House of Com- 
mons should not operate when the House 
of Lords happened to be right, as, in his 
opinion, it undoubtedly was on the present 
occasion. 

But, alas! this sonorous opening turned 
out to be merely the prelude to a tame 
acquiescence in Mr. Chamberlain's pro- 
posal. No doubt, Mr. Asquith had per- 
ceived, as his impetuous camp-follower 
had not, that to support the Lords on the 
present occasion would fatally weaken his 
position when the question of the reform 
of the Second Chamber comes up next 
year. 

The difficulty with the Lords over the 
Protection of Industries Bill has been dis- 
posed of by their lordships’ decision not 
to press their amendments. Nevertheless, 
the Government has come to the con- 
clusion that, instead of the prorogation 
which was expected this weilb-aud the 
better course will be to have an adjourn- 
ment. This will be taken to the 18th of 
October, or, perhaps, a week or two later. 
The change to this arrangement is made 
in view of the possibilities of the Irish 
situation. Medfiwhile, however, the 
Speaker will be empowered, as last year, 
to call members together in the interval 
if, in his view, this is desirable. 

At a meeting to-day 
group of members in both Houses 
antagonistic to the Government's Irish 
policy the following resolution was 
adopted unanimously :—“ That this meet- 
ing of Unionist members of both Houses 
of Parliament profoundly dissents’ from 
the far-reaching offer which the Govern- 
ment has made to Mr. de Valera, com- 
prising as it does, amongst other dangerous 
ee the maintenance of a Sinn 
‘etn army, and being a complete reversal 
of the deliberate decision of Parliament 
embodied in an Act (the Government of 
Ireland) passed in December of last year.”’ 
The Marquis of Salisbury presided over 
the meeting and attached his signature to 
the resolution, as did also many others 
present at the meeting, including the 
Duke of Northumberland, the Earl of Sel- 
borne, Earl Stanhope, Lords (mpthill, 
Bledistoe, Ebury, Lambourne, and Syden- 
ham; Colonel Archer-Shee. Sir Frederick 
Banbury, Major Reginald Blair. Colonel 
Burn, Sir R. Cooper, Viscount Curzon. 
Mr. Rupert Gwynne, Mr. Jellett. K.C 
Viscount Wolmer, and Captain Foxcroft. 
The last-named, who has acted as hon. 
secretary of the group, handed the resolu. 
tion to the Prime Minister during the 
evening. 

The adjournment was formally moved 
by Colonel Leslie Wilson to enable the 
Prime Minister to tell the House some. 
thing about the recent Imperial Confer- 
ence, as the decisions arrived at have 
already been made public The Prime 
Minister confined himself to a very 
brief review of the questions dis 
eussed. A common understanding has 
been arrived at, and it was decided 
that on all questions of foreign policy 
thé Dominions should be consulted 
whenever time and circumstances per 
mitted. On the subject of the Anglo- 
Japanese Alliance it was agreed, he said, 
that Japan had faithfully fulfilled her 
obligations during the war, and it was not 
fitting that we should now turn round and 
say to Japan: “ Thank you for the trouble 
you have taken, but we do not want you 
any longer.” The British Empire must 
behave like gentlemen, and he failed to see 
why we should not do our duty to Japan, 
and at the same time observe a spirit of 
fraternity with the United States. After 
this the talk drifted to topics of more 
domestic intorest. 

Among other subjects discussed was the 
proposal to disband the Fifth (Roval Irish) 
Lancers.

It expressed, 
too, the instinctive judgment of the British 
peoples that there is no real discrepancy for any 
or all of them between true loyalty to the 
sn gat EAN bond and the utmost of frank 
end open-hearted co-operation with the United 
Rtates. For that, as the Prime Minister said 
with wise frankness yesterday, an understanding 
between the three Powers on Pacific questions 
would be a preliminary of inestimable value. 
It is difficult to see how there can be any real 
suceess for the ‘conference’ on limitation of 
armaments without such an understanding about 
the Pacific. “I believe,” said Mr. Lloyd 
George, “‘ disarmament would be much easier 
if you could get that clear understanding (about 
the Pacific) first, and I am still hopeful that 
that view will be taken.”

INDUSTRIAL PATRIOTISM.

A NEW ASPECT OF THE CASE. 


The Chicago Tribune (Paria edition) yesterday 
ublished a message, dated Dubliu, August 17, 
rom Mr. J. Steele, who writes:—The issue of 
eace or war between Great Britain and Ire- 
and is still hanging in the balance.

This line 
of action, according to competent judges of 
both Irish and English opinion, will be based 
upon the fact that England has already infor- 
mally recognised the existence of the. Irish 
Republic. r. de Valera has said that if Ire- 
land is free she is willing to make the Treaty 
as an equal, granting England all the military 
and naval privileges she thinks necessary for 
her safety. It would be possible for the Dail, 
instead of accepting the British proposals, to 
ofier the same terms te Great Britesn in a 
protocol which would bind her solemnly as an 
equal partner in the British Emrire. One 
other qualification may be necessary. Mr. Lloyd 
George has adopted General Smuts's suggestion 
that Ireland's status should be guaranteed by 


the Dominions. The Irish would prefer a 


foreign guarantee—preferably that of America. 
This proposal England haa eo far rejected, but 
it is. thought that she might be persuaded to 
agree, if only for the sake of peace and friend- 
shir. The most remarkable feature of Mr. de 
Valera’s speech came at the closing paragraph, 
and coustituted a plea towards Ulster for 
unity, and at the same time indicated that 
he had not said the last word on concessions 
If this bid towards Ulster is listened to in: Bel- 
fast evonts may take a favorable turn more 
rapidly than is expected, but information from 
Belfast indicates that they have hardened con- 
siderably during the last few days. The Dail’s 
next task is to frame a reply to Mr. Lloyd 
George.

A THREAT AND A DANGER. 

For half a century those whom we honour 
toiled and suffered to secure the power of col- 
lective bargaining for their fellow-workers. But 
when the rights and powers so arduously won 
are used for political objects' in a democratic 
State, the result is a threat and a danger. Such 
power then becomes the tyranny of a minority. 
They destroy tne connecting link between 
citizen and citizen, loosen the Resid of national 
unity, and erect a finger-post to revolution. 
Not by destroying, abolishin , or violently trans- 
ferring wealth from one a to another can 
you advance your welfare, even though it were 
possible to do this. What has to be done is to 
enlarge the circle of consumers, and conse- 
quently increase production and open a wide 
road by putting capital and the instruments of 
labour within the reach of every man offering 
a guarantee of good-will and capacity. 

EFFECT OF STRIKES. 

There were 37,000,000 days SS i by in- 
dustrial stoppages, against, 27,000, days the 
year before. Up to July of this year the total 
of 70,000,000 was caused by the miners' dispute 
alone. But the figures of direct loss give only 
a faint idea of the total. ‘The moulders’ strike 
meant the compulsory idleness of many thou- 
sands outside of the moulders’ ranks; the ship- 
joiners’ strike has meant unemployment of engi- 
neers and shipwrights, and other workers. — 

The trade union movement -is, however, in 
serious danger of being weakened to the point 
of uselessness by the revolutionary influences 
within it, and the defection of those who are 
disgusted and angry at the discovery that the 
parrot cries have left all encumbered with debt, 
many unemployed, and thousands who will have 
to seek other employment or other countries to 
earn their livelihood. 

Fellow-workers, most of the money you sub- 
scribe for specific trade union objects is being 
diverted to political ends. We need co-opera- 
tion, not class war. We want arbitration, not 
anarchy. We desire to see a true sense of 
citizenship that gives to each freedom of choice 
in religion and politics and a personal value in 
national well-being.

SIGNS OF ANOTHER RISING. 


A Berlin telegram, dated Wednesday, states: 
The commander of the British plebiscite troops 
in Upper Silesia has communicated to the 
British representative of the Inter-Allied Com- 
mission at Oppeln a report regarding the 
danger of a further insurrection in the pro- 
vince. The British commander's report points 
out that the activities of the extremists in the 
districts of Kattowitz, Konigshutte, Gleiwitz, 
Gross-Streblitz, Liebnitz, and Pless necessitates 
immediate intervention on the part of the 
Allied Commission. The dissolution of the dis- 
trict defence corps in the areas and their re- 
construction under the leadership of British 
officers has been ordered. 

Telegraphing yesterday, Reuter’s Berlin Cor- 
respondent says :—A conference which took place 
to-day at Kattowitz, Upper Silesia, between 
leading German industrialists and representa- 
tives of the Polish parties was presided over by 
Dr. Lukaschet, Chairman of the German Com- 
mittee for Upper Silesia. It was decided to 
issue identical manifestoes to the populations 
emphasising the necessity of bridging nationa 
antagoniem and pronouncing against a solution 
of the Upper Silesian question by forec. 

A Rome telegram states that the Cabinet has 
decided to reinforce the Italian contingent in 
Uprer Silesia with two brttalions, which will 
be sent immediately. 

A Paris newspaper states that the Ameri- 
can Charge d'Affaires in Berlin has verbally 
requested Dr. Rosen, the Foreign Minister, to 
take the necessary steps for the preservation 
of peace in Upper Silesia.

A NEW ASPECT OF THE CASE. 


The Chicago Tribune (Paris edition) yesterday

and naval privileges she thinks necessary for 
her gafety. It would be rossible for the Dail, 
instead of accepting the British proposals, to 
ofier t same terms te Great i ee in a 
protocol which would bind her solemnly as an 
equal partner in the British Emrire. One 
other qualification may be necessary. Mr. Lioyd 
George has adopted General Smute's suggestion 
that Ireland's status should be guaranteed by 
the Dominions. The Irish would prefer a 
foreign guarantee—preferably that of America. 
This proposal England has eo far rejected, but 
it is. thought that she might be persuaded to 
agree, if only for the sake of peace and friend- 
shir. The most remarkable feature of Mr. de 
Valera’s speech came at the closing paragraph, 
and coustituted a plea towards Ulster for 
unity, and at the same time indicated that 
he had not said the last word on concessions 
If this bid towards Ulster is listened to in Bel- 
fast events may take a favourable turn more 
rapidly than is expected, but information from 
Belfast indicates that they have hardened con- 
siderably during the last few days.

THE RECENT MEETINGS. 

The meetings held recently were a continua- 
tion of what happened in the War Cabinet and 
at Paris.

They felt that as they 
might in the future be committed by the Crown 
to a given policy, they ought to have a voice in 
defining that policy.

Our foreign policy 
was passed in review by the Conference, which 
also discussed questions like Silesia, Asia Minor, .

GENERAL SMUTS AND IRELAND. 

Mr. Lloyd George—No, we should not have 
objected to discuss Ireland, but they had their 
difficulties with regard to Ireland as much as 
we had. (Laughter.) 

Replying to a further interruption by another 
hon. member with regard to General Smuts, 
Mr. Lloyd George said that General Smuts 
acted in a perfectly straightforward manner. 
There was nothing that he did that the Govern- 
ment were not fully informed upon, and what- 
ever he did ho did with the full assent of the 
Sovereign and the Ministers of this country. 
(Cheers.) It had been decided during the war 
to have a discussion on the constitutional aspect 
of the Empire, but at the Conference it 
would be a mistake to lay down rules or 
to émbark on definitions as to what the British 
Empire meant, The thing was indefinable.

SIR SAMUEL DAVIDSON, K.B.E. 


The death of Sir Samuel C. Davidson, K.B.E., 
managing proprietor of the Sirocco Engineering 
Works, took place yesterday ‘morning at his 
residence, Seacourt, Bangor. The late Sir 
Samuel C. Davidson was born at Ballymachan 
Farm, Co. Down, in 1846. He was educated 
at the Royal Aoademical Institution, Belfast, 
evincing, even in those days, a keen interest in 
science and engineering. Leaving school at the 
age of fifteen, he entered the office of Mr. 

illiam Hastings, a civil engmeer, and one-time 
Town Surveyor of Belfast, where he remained 
until the summer of 1864, and acquired a 
thorough knowledge of surveying, and a rudi- 
mentary training in architecture and railway 
engineering. ir Samuel’s father about this 
time (1864) purchased a share in a tea estate 
in India, and believing that his son would have 
better prospects in life as 4 tea grower, sent 
him out to India in the autumn of that year. 
During his sojourn in the East he soon realised 
the inadequacy of the primitive methods then 
employed for tea manufacture, and his prac 
tical experience. combined with his inventive 
genius, suggested to him the possibility of using 
mechanical apparatus for a my | the tea leaf at 
the plantations. In 1870 he brought out his 
first patent machine (and subsequently several 
others) for replacing the old hand processes 
then in vogue, and with so much success that 
eventually = sold his tea estate and returned 
to Belfast, ~here about the year 1879, he 
founded the now well-known Sirocco En- 
gineering Works. Trom these works he intro- 
duced to a community that was at first disposed 
té be sceptical the first tea-drying machines. 

Since the success of his firet tea-drying 
machines Sit Samuel Davidson hae taken out 
a very large number of patents at home and 
abroad, and in addition to “Sirocco 
machinery for every process in the manufacture 
of tea, his world-fampus inventions have in- 
cluded the “ Síroceo ” fan, which revolutionised 
factory and mining conditions and life afloat. 
In all, he brought out about 200 patente. The 
latest achievement of Sir Samuel was the in- 
vention of a new process for the manufacture 
of raw rubber, and of specially designec 
' machines for the purpose. The distinction of a 

Knight of the Order of the British Empire was 
conferred upon him by His Majesty this year. 

Sir Samuel Davidson ig eurvived by two 
married daughters. His wife predeceased him 
a few years ago; his elder gon paid the supreme 
sacrifice in the war, and a younger son died 
in boy . One of his daughters is the wife 
of Mr. Frederick G. MaGuire, Glenbank, Prince- 
town road, Bangor, son of the late Dean 
MaGuire, and the other is married to Mr. 
Haddow, a superintendent of police in India.

POSITION OF FOREIGN 
NATIONALS. 


Reuter’s Reval Correspondent telegraphed on 
Wednesday—Replying to Notes from the Polish, 
Latvian, and Esthonian Governments on t 

uestion of refugees, M. Tchicheron, Soviet 
Commissary for Foreign Affairs, says that 
owing to the failure of the crops, extensive 
areas of land which are generally fertile have 
become waste, causing á famine such as has 
not been seen since 1891.

AMERICAN REFUGEE CAMP DESTROYED. 

A New York telegram, dated yesterday, 
says :—News has reached here from Salonika of 
the destruction by fire of two buildings occupied 
by the American Red Cross clinic at Kalamaria 
Camp for Greek refugees from Russia, where 
the American organisation has been supervising 
the feeding and medical care of 4,000 refugee 
children. The medical head of the American 
unit, Dr. Wingfield, was seriously burned, and 
the Red Cross interpreter, a Greek named 
Apostolides, received injuries from which he 
succumbed. There were no other casualties.

CHILDREN OF UNMARRIED 


PARENTS BILL. 


Lord Muir Mackenzie moved the second read: 
ing of the Children of Unmarried Parents Bill, 
which has passed the Commons. 
The Lord Chancellor said that there could be 
little objeetion to the clauses relating to affilia- 
tion orders, but Clause 4, which legitimatised 
illegitimate children on the un gu mar- 
riage of their parents, raised a number of com- 
plicated questions on which there might reason- 
ably be difference of opinion. He — 
that the House should give a second reading to 
the bill on the understanding that Clause 4 
would not be pressed anless a general agree- 
nt was reached. 
The Archbishop of ame io said that he 
confessed that he was bewildered. He had only 
just seen the bill, and was not sure that he 
thoroughly understood it. Therefore he thought 
it wiser not to vote for the second reading in 
case that he committed himself to a principle 
which at present he did not understand. 
The Marquis of Crewe said that if there had 
been an autumn session the bill could have. 
been dealt with rly. 
The Lord Chancellor suggested that Lord 
Crewe should move the adjournment of the 
debate, adding that the nature of the situa- 
tion and possible developments in Ireland might 
very easily even at the moment lead to a modi- 
fication of what up to the present had been the 
intentions of the Government as to prorogation. 
Lord Crewe moved or be a gas of the 
debate, and this was o. ; 
The Telegraph ós Bill and the Public 
Works Loans Bill were passed through all stages. 


THE INDUSTRIES BILL. 


The Commons’ reasons for Goagrecing with 
the Lords’ amendments to the Safeguarding of 
Industries Bill were considered, and Viscount 
Peel moved that the Lords do not insist on 
their amendments. 

The Marquis of Crewe said that the Commona 
had adopted a consistent course which had no 
relation whatever to the Parliament Act. [6 
was clearly impossible for him to complain of 
their action, and he had no objection to offer 
to the motion. 

Earl Midleton. said that he deeply regretted 
the ruling of the Speaker, followmg Speaker 
Lowther’s decisions, and thought that. a most 
unfortunate course had been pursued. He was 
glad that the amendments had been put in so 
that the question of the relations of the two 
Houses could be brought to a head now that a 
measure for reconstituting the House was being 
considered. He agreed that it would be unwise 
to insist on the amendments. : 

The Marquis Curzon deprecated the action of 
Lord Midleton in reflecting on. the judgment of 
the late Speaker and the present Speaker, 
pointing out that the noble lord’s remarks 
tended to shake public confidence in, and to 
discredit, the Speaker in the perfectly honest 
discharge of his duties. He was surprised at the 
noble lord’s want of restraint. . 

The Marquis of Salisbury said that Lord 
Midleton had made a perfectly legitimate pro 
test on behalf of the House—(hear, hear)— 
and, though he differed from the ruling of the 
Speaker, that implied no disrespect to the high 
oficial. Mr. peaker Jowther ‘was ‘not 
infallible where there were differences of opinion 
between the two Houses.

BIRTHS AND DEATHS IN DUBLIN, 


IRISH REGISTRAR-GENERAL’S RETURNS. 

The Irish Registrar-General’s return for the 
week ending Saturday, 15th August, 1921, 
states:—In the Dublin registration area the 
births registered during the week amounted to 
199—101 Seve and 98 girls; and the deaths to 
149—78 males and 71 females 

The deaths registered, omitting the deaths 
(numbering 13) 0 rsons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the area, 
represent an annual rate of mortality of 16.8 

r 1,000 of the population. Included in the 
36 deaths a to the area are one 
from diphtheria, one from dysentery, and 46 
from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 
2 years. There were no deaths registered from 
dysentery during the preceding three weeks. 
There were 6 deaths from pneumonia, compris- 
ing 1 from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from lobar- 
pneumonia, and 5 from pneumonia (type not 
distinguished). 

Tuberculous disease caused 11 deaths (all 
being from pulmonary tuberculosis), as against 
13, ie, and 10 in the three weeks preceding. 
Six deaths were caused by cancer, 4 by organic 
diseases of the heart, and 13 by bronchitis. Of 
five deaths by violence registered last week, 
one was caused by n-shot wounds and one 
was a case of beniglie. 

Among deaths of infants under one year, 6 
were due to convulsions, one to bronchitis, 
one to broncho-pneumonia, 44 to diarrhea and 
enteritis, 2 to premature birth, and 2 to con- 
genital debility. Sixty-two of the deaths regis- 
tered during the week appertainizg to the 
area were those of children under five years of 
age, 58 being infants under one year, of whom 
ti were under one monti old, and 3) deaths 
were those of persons aged 65 and upwards, of 
whom 25 were 70 years of aye or cver. Of the 
136 deaths recorded, 45 occurred ia hospitals 
and other public institutions.

A BELFAST GIRL’S DEATH. 


CORONER’S JURY AND THE SPECIAL 
CONSTABULARY. + 

“In the interests of peace, Specia] Constabu- 
lary should not be allowed into _ localities 
occupied by people of opposite denommations. 
This was the rider added to their verdict by @ 
West Belfast Coroner’s jury yesterday, who 
found that Mary McGowan (13), who lived at 
16 Derby street and who lost her life during 
the rioting of Sunday, July 10th, as the result 
of gunshot wounds, caused by shots fired by 
Special ‘Constabulary. 

When the inquest was opened on Thursday 
last allegations were made that the girl was 
shot by members of the ial Constabulary 
while she was crossing Derby street with her 
mother; that the ‘“‘Specials’’ fired from an 
armoured lorry in Ross street; and that they 
were guilty of what one witness, named Frank 
Harkin, Ardmoulin street, a Nationalist cand!- 
date at the May elections, described as “ wild 
and indiscriminate firing.”’ This witness re- 
peated his evidence yesterday. It was to the 
effect that the girl and her mother were stand- 
ing near their own door in Derby street, where 
everything was quiet at the time. The lorry 
came to Rosa street, and the little group of 
six or seven people, of which the deceased gir! 
was a member, continued to look at it. Sud- 
denly a burst of fire broke out from the lorry, 
and the girl and her mother both fell. The 
latter was stil] in hospital, having been wounded 
in the leg. 


SHIPBUILDING IN BELFAST. 
PASSENGER STEAMER’S SUCCESSFUL 
: TRIALS. 


The ss. Baradine, a twinscrew passenger 
steamer, built to the order of the Peninsular 
and Oriental Steam Navigation Company by 
Harland and Wolff, Limited, at Belfast, for their 
branch line service between London and Aus- 
tralia, left the port yesterday after undergoing 
successful trials in Belfast Lough. The prin- 
cipal dimensions are :—Length 637 feet, breadth 
64 feet, and depth 11 feet, :with a gross tonnage 
of abeut 13,300. The new vessel, which is classed 
100 Al at Lloyd's, has accommodation for about 
500 cabin passengers, and provision can be made 
on the main deck to take nearly 1,000 third 
class passengers. The various public rooms and 
staterooms are fitted out in a manner worthy 
of this famous line, and to ensure the comfort 
and well-being of the -passengers. 

ELDER DEMPSTER LINER’S COMPLETION. 

The Elder Dempster liner Aba (ex Glenapp), 
7,574 tons, has arrived at Queen’s Island for 
completion before going on the West African 
passenger service. She was built by Barclay, 
Curle and Co., Glasgow, during the war, and 
was acquired by the Glen Line, who sold her 
recently to the Elder Dempster concern. The 
Aba is a motor ship of high power. The 
engines were built by Messrs. Harland and Wolff 
on the Clyde. 


BELFAST LINEN TRADE. 


AN IMPROVED TONE. 

The official report of the Belfast limen trade 
for the past week stetes:—There is still very 
little flax being offered in the Irish markets, 
and consequently prices are firmer. Demand is 
better for all classes of fibre. On the Continent 
supplies are still small, and prices higher in al! 
classes. The Germans are still buying heavily 
in the medium and low end. Demand is also 
good for the better end. 

Yarns.—Manufacturers have now fully covered 
for their immediate wants, and, naturally, buy- 
ing has been on a more limited scale during the 
pest few days. The situation is healthy, and 
there is every indication of the demand being 
well maintained. Tow yarns have been gold in 
many cases at advanced prices. 

Weavers.—A steady business has been done 
during the week, and buyers are operating with 
more confidence. The stiffer yarn market is 
making itself felt in the demand for woven 
material. 

Merchants.—The improved tone mentioned in 
last report has been maintained. The actual 
amount of business placed has not been very 
important.

LONDONDERRY MUNITION 


WORKS. 


Mr. Edward Kelly asked the Chief Secretary in 
the House of Commons yesterday whether he 
was aware that in January, 1919, certain muni- 
tions were taken over by the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary from Messrs. Craig’s Engineering 
Works, Londonderry; that on path June, 1919, 
Messrs. Craig were informed by the Ministry 
of Munitions that their claim would be passed 
at a very early date; that on 7th November, 
1919, Messrs. Craig were referred to the War 
Office; that on 24th November, 1919, the 
Ministry of Munitions were unable to trace 
Messrs. Craig’s claim at all, and referred them 
to the War Office; that by the 5th February. 
1920, the War Office had referred the claim to 
the General Officer Commanding in Ireland, 
with a request that action be taken as early 
as possible; that on 12th February, 1920, Gene- 
ral Headquarters, Ireland, were making every 
endeavour to arrive at an early settlement, and 
that by 24th March, 1920, they had referred the 
claim to the Irish Government, to whom they 
sent a hastener on the 7th May, 1920, with the 
result that by 22nd April, 1921, the matter was 
referred back to the War Office, who on the 
2ist May, 1921, informed the claimants that 
their claim had again been referred from the 
War Office to the Irish Office for settlement 
(Reference 2/9 475 O.8.), since when nothing 
had been received by Messrs. Craig, and when 
would these interchanges cease and Messrs. 
Craig be paid. 

Mr. T. W. Brown—I regret that the decision 
in this case has been so long delayed, and have 
taken steps to secure that an early decision will 
be reached. 

Mr. Kelly—What does the right hon. gentle- 
man mean by an early decision?

POLICE PENSIONS.

No compen- 
sation could be awarded in these cases under 
the Criminal Injuries Act, 1919. No statutory 
part of the pensions awarded is increased so 
far as the provisions of the Pensions (Increase) 
Act rermit. The Pensions Order to be made by 
the Irish Government will not apply to pen. 
sioners who retired before the Ist April, 1919.

SIR DONALD MACLEAN. 


Sir Donald Maclean said that from all parts 
of the House members would echo what the 
Prime Minister had said in regard to the great 
services of the Dominions and India in the war. 
(Cheers.) Tt was no ag rage to say that 
all parts of the British Empire rushed to the" 
aid of the Mother Country in her hour of need. 
He welcomed the declaration that the Confer- 
once came with complete unanimity to the 
conclusion that any attempt to reduce the Con- 
stitution of this great Commonwealth of nations 
to a written basis would be destructive of the 
future development on - great lines. He 
hoped that the Prime Minister’s references to 
naval armaments were indicative of his deter- 
mination to utilise the financial and other re- 
sources of the Empire to the smallest possible 
extent in providing armaments. The speech 
made by the Colonial Secretary (Mr. Churchill) 
some time ago filled him with alarm. He was 
lad, therefore, to be able to think that the 

rime Minister had a fixed determination, con- 
sistent always with security, that there should 
be no launching of great armaments in the face 
of a world which was longing for . He 
hoped, too, that a successful effort would be 
made at the Washington Conference to remove 
the menace that threatened the peace of the 
world. It was not a military, but a naval, 
trouble. It would be an epoch-making confer- 
ence, and he believed that he was expressing 
the feeling of the country when he said that 
he hoped that the Prime Minister would attend 
it. e would urge upon the Government the 
great necessity that there was for dealing with 
the disarmament problem without delay. He 
was thankful to hear that it was intended that 
the self-governing Dominions should share 
in shaping foreign policy. That result of 
itself fully justified the holding of the 
Conference. e only hoped that the foreign 
policy of this great commonwealth of nations 
would be shaped on lines different from those 
which led to the wicked wars of the past.’ He 
thanked the Prime Minister for the information 
that he had given to the House. 


MR. ORMSBY GORE, 


Mr. Ormsby Gore said that he was particu- 
larly glad to hear the Prime Minister's state- 
ment as to the value and importance of the 
Dominions having a voice in all questions of 
foreign policy. He hoped that the House 
would bo kept well informed by the Foreign 
Office of anything which it was reasonable and 
right should be communicated to the Dominion 
Governments. The future of the Anglo-Japa- 
nese Alliance depended on the ability of the 
Foreign Office and the Japanese Government to 
maintain the o door in China. He urged 
that there should be something in the nature 
of an Imperial Higher Staff College, where the 
soidiers and sailors of the Domimons could go 
through a course of higher training and mail 
the problems of Imperial defence. He would 
also like to see the Dominions sharing in the 
administration of the Crown Colonies and other 
parts of the Empire. 

Sir John Rees said it was believed in India 
that there was a stipulation in the Anglo-Japa- 
nese Alliance binding Japan to help us if there 
were internal difficulties im India, and he wished 
to emphasise that no such stipulation existed. 
Lady Astor made a plea for the better treat- 
ment of naval officers in the matter of allow- 
ances. 


THE GERMAN INDEMNITY. 


Mr. Mosley maintained that anything re- 
ceived in respect of the German indemnity 
should be spáis to the reduetion of debt, and 
not used for balancing the Budget. 

Mr. Hilton Young replied that, any payment 
received from Germany would be allocated to 
the discharge of the debt in respect of the 
armies of occupation.

THE COST OF THE COAL STRIKE. 


Sir Robert Horne, in reply to Mr. Purchase, 
who asked whether he had been able to form 
any estimate of the cost of the recent coal 
dispute, said that it was_necessary to add to 
the figure of £18,855,000 already given certain 
items included in the Supplementary Estimates 
presented to the House in June and July— 
namely, the Mimstry of Labour, £850,000, and 
deficiency of net receipts on railway companies 
due to the coal stoppage and to increased trade 
depression, £13,500 600" There would also be 
a loss, the magnitude of which it is not yet 
possible accurately to estimate, in connection 
with the importation and sale of foreign coal. 
As regards unemployment pay. the amount 
directly due to the coal dispute could not be 
calculated ‘with certainty. On the assumption, 
however, that, if there had been no coal 
dispute, the level of unemployment from April 
to July would have been the eame as im March, 
it had been estimated that the amount of un- 
employment pay distributed showed an increase 
due to the coal stoppage of £13,000,000. Ae 
regards the export trade, it had been estimated 
that the volume during the period of the 
stoppage was less than might have been ex- 
pected by some £40,000,000 or £50,000,000. He 
wished to emphasise that the above figures re- 
presented the cumulative effect of many con- 
ditions, the most important of which was, no 
doubt, the coal stoppage. It would, however, 
be misleading tc ascribe the total] effect to that 
single cause.

GRIEVANCES OF SHOPMEN. 


NO AGREEMENT REACHED. 


The only development in connection with the 
Irish railway situation yesterday was that the 
conference between the managers and the re- 
presentatives of the railway shopworkers failed 
to reach an agreement. This does not mean, 
however, that a strike will take place, as the 
men undertook to continue at work wntil such 
time as the companies inform the unions con- 
cerned that they are putting into operation the 
proposed reduction of 6s. a week in the men’s 
wages. 

The conference took place at the Ministry of 
Transport, Oriel House, Westland Row, repre- 
sentatives being present from the Great 
Southern and Western Railway, the Midland 
and Great Western Railway, and the Dublin 
and South-Eastern Railway. The railway 
unions represented were the National Union of 
Railwaymen, the Amalgamated Engineering 
Society, the Boiler Makers, Pattern Makers. 
Irish Traneport and Genera) Workers Union, 
Wagon Builders, Vehicle Builders, and Sheet 
Metai Workers. 

The proceedings lasted less than two hours, 
It appears that Mr. James Bermingham, Irish 
Secretary of the N.U.R., withdrew at the out- 
set of the proceedings, as he had no official,jn- 
structions from his Executive. From inquiries 
made it appeared that the managers’ case was 
that the present economic condition of the rail- 
ways would not justify them in paying the 
current rates of wages, and that the ‘ cut” 
should take place if the railways were to be 
carried on. It was intimated, on behalf of 
the men, that they could not agree to a reduc- 
tion of 6s. a week, and they pointed out that 
600 members of the Irish Engineering Union 
were on strike ag a protest against a similar 
reduction in wages in contract shops in the city. 
Mr. Foran, who acted as spokesman for the 
men, said that if the railways were determined 
upon enforcing the reduction there was no alter- 
native left to the shopmen but to withdraw 
their labour. The question of arbitration was 
stated to have been turned down by the men. 
The managers undertook to inform the men 
when they proposed to put the reduction into 
operation. i i 

As a result of the conference, it is believed 
that no etrike will take place. An optimistic 
feeling prevails even amongst the men them- 
selves. It is thought that the reduction will not 
be imposed, at all events, at present. 

In the meantime the various parties connected 
with the Arbitration Tribunal, which is to meet 
on Monday, are preparing their case. No state- 
mente were available yesterday on either the 
managers’ or men’s side, but the greatest 
activity is being displayed at the headquarters 
of the respective unions.

LESSONS FROM THE PAST. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Bin,—A book was published in 1907 called 
“ Janus in Modern Life,” by Dr. W. M. Flinders 
Petrie, How wise the book is and how truly 
it forecasted whither England was tending is 
roved by leading articles of late in the Irish 
Times—-to wit, “Three Pews,” “ Bradford's 
Plight,” “Great Houses,” ‘‘ A Rake’s Progress, 
“The King’s Income, “ A Warning,” etc. In 
the preface he saye:—“If any race now cares 
to learn somewhat from ite own past, and that 
of others, it may benefit its own future; if 1t 
prefers a blind selfishness, a better race will be 
welcomed to its place. And in our day it is 
only the view of the past and the future which 
can warn us of evils to come, and save us from 
violence and confusion.” In these days of 
flattering the “democracy” it is well to note 
what Professor Petrie says of the lasting ill- 
effects of the series of proscriptions of all the 
leading men of Rome, alternately on one side 
and then on the other, with its disastrous drain 
of political ability; of the expulsion of the 
Huguenots which drained France of the active 
middle-class minds, and left the great gap in 
the continuity of sympathy which made the 
Revolution possible; and the later expulsion or 
extermination also of the active upper class 
minds that drained France of nearly all the 
hereditary ability of the race, so that almost 
every leading name is that of a foreigner. 
“ Bporadic ability is not inherited in the same 
manner aa long continued family ability. Not 
a single Roman Emperor who rose solely from 
his individual powers left a worthy and capable 
son. In England the same thing is seen. The 
main sotrce of new men of ability is from 
sturdy Puritan or Quaker stocks that have lon 

ractised self<jenial and hard work; ol 
amilies with long traditions of public service 
continue usually on the same lines of ability, 
but the nouveaux riches who have sprung for- 
ward on some lucky speculation or trade enter- 
prise usually go bopelessly to pieces in the 
next generation. , The longer a useful type 
has been maintained the more stable it is. ‘he 
men of the greatest capacity will continue to 
grow mantel. and assimilate new lines of 
thought, until seventy or eighty. Thus the 
greater the power of use and the activity of 
the mind, the longer will it continue to grow. 
This may well be regarded as one of the main 
tests of a great mind. Disuse of mind causes 
atrophy and degradation, as in the rois 
fainéants, in the chivalry of Spain after the 
cessation of the Moorish wars, and in France 
after civil war ended. When the necessity of 
self-help is removed the same tendency to 
atrophy is seen in the lower classes: relief 
work, farm colonies, outdoor relief doles, main- 
tenance of their children will inevitably lead to 
further atrophy of mind.”’ 

Those who are always chanting the praises 
of the twentieth century (most hideous of all 
centuries) may note this: “There is not a 
single class or a single public body at present 
that practically stands as high as the ideal of 
two hundred generations ago.” Surely inac- 
curacy is the note of the present day; but 
‘the overwhelming zeal for minute accuracy 
was as perfect a mental state at 4,700 p.c. as 
it is in a Royal Society paper of our day. The 
subject and the method have changed; but the 
mental attitude is the same in a man 
who demanded, and in those who executed, 
beautifully true plane surfaces, and long 
measurements exact to far within the variation 
of size caused by a hot or a cold day, and the 
men now who triangulate a continent and mea- 
sure the world. ‘She mind is the same, only 
the stock-in-trade of it has increased.” 

The chapter on “Present Changes of Char- 
acter “ is of great interest. “We see in Eng- 
land undouWledly a lessening of sturdiness as 
a whole, and the deficiency of the abilities 
which have been most exported. . . The drain of 
capacity from the nation is a most serious fea- 
ture of life in England. The same considera- 
tion applies to Ireland in a far more acute form, 
as the emigration has been of much larger pro- 
portions. . . The low type of character prevailing 
in all classes in England at present needs to be 
fully recognised. . . Some centuries ago sloth was 
reckoned as one of the seven deadly sins. But 
now, in place of regarding it as anything wrong, 
there is an elaborate system of compulsory 
sloth. . . The compulsory glorification of sloth is 
the most deleterious misfortune that can happen 
to a nation. The wreck of wars, pestilence and 
famine, will leave a more hopeful pros- 
pect than that of people sunk in 
organised sloth.’ The amazing lack of 
of thought and adaptability in common matters 
of everyday life as shown in the London 
County Council’s management and elsewhere are 
proved by the examples given. “ The illustrated 
papers that are read . . . are a revelation of the 
vacuity of the public mind, as the advertise- 
ments are a testimony to its imbecility. . . The 
one subject on which most print is spent is 
absolutely futile, sport and games.” In the 
Dempsey-Carpentier doings 1907 was left far 
behind. Professor Petrie notes, too, the dis- 
taste for work and craving for amusement as 
being very deleterious to character, and a fea- 
ture of a decaying civilisation as shown on the 
later Mycenwan frescoes and the rage for the 
circus in later Roman times. 

As to the notion that, the New Testament 
teaching favours communism, it is pointed out 
that the early disciples were one of the hardest- 
weeded bodies of men that ever existed, like the 
Huguenots or the Quakers. Ready perception, 
hearty conscientiousness, and a will to do right 
at all costs were the first qualifications, and in- 
cessant persecution from various sides weeded 
out all those who had no deep root of character. 
The teaching was “Bear ye one another's bur- 
dens "—not the burdens of the Roman rabble, 
but only those of the stringently weeded com- 
munity. The evils of “ municipalising” are 
shown. 

But the chapter that should be read above 
all now is that on trade unionism, its flower 
and fruition: In 230 a.p. unionism was more 
developed in Rome than in and in 1907, and 
here we see what the end of it was. “The 
whole system was so destructive of character 
and of wealth that it ruined the Empire. 
Slavery was by no means the destruction of 
Rome... Vice was by no means the destruction 
of Rome. .. The one movement which grew 
steadily as Rome declined, and which was inti- 
mately connected with every stage of that de- 
cline, was the compulsion of labour and the 
maintenance of the wastrel as a burden on 
society. It was that which pulled down the 
greatest political organism, by the crushing of 
initiative and character, and by the steady 
drain on all forms of wealth. The Free Goth 
was the welcome deliverer from social bondage.” 

Surely the halderdashiest of all insincere 
balderdash is the cry of making the world safe 
for democracy. To be saved from democracy is 
what the world wants. The voier in” Rome 
could push laws to his own advantage while 
the countryman was working hard in his furrow 
miles away. The cheap corn of Gracchus was 
the knell of the honest agrieulturist. The small 
farmer was given up altogether and big estates 
with slave labour took his place; but the towns- 
man demanded more and more, and his free 
doles of corn made agriculture impossible in 
Italy. What tribute corn did to Italy cheap 
transport has done to England. The townsman 
is always favoured at the cost of the country- 
man, and the country is being depopulated. Doles 
of every kind are being given to him, while the 
countryman cannot possibly share in such doles. 
But the votes carry it as they did in Rome. All 
this is much worse in 192) than it was in 1907. 
“We thus see how by the establishment of 
unionism, the feeding of paupers, the devolution 
of the empire, and the legislation on prices and 
wages, the socalistic policy brought to naught 
the greetest social orgariam that haa yet ap- 
peared im the world.” Let Dáil Eireann, and 
still more let Ulster, muse on these thines.— 
Yours, etc.. se

| THE PORTRANE PADDED CELL 


INCIDENT. 


Mr. Laurence Raul presided at a meeting of 
the Richmond Asylum Committee yesterday 
afternoon. Before ning the business of the 
meeting he tented « welcome to three new 
members fro mthe county council area who are 
taking the place of three who are interned. 

It was deci to advertise for a stocktaker 
for’ six months. - 

The Chief Clerk (Mr. W. J. Murphy) explained 
that this appointment came up every six months, 
and that the present stocktaker had held the 
post for the past fifteen years. 

Messrs. P. T. Daly and E. O'Neill, on behalf 
of the Finance Committee, reported that the 
accounts for payment amounted to £19,640 19s. 
9d., ineluding nearly £4,000 for coal, and these 
they recommended should be paid. The funds 
to credit of the Committee were insufficient to 
meet the payments by £9,238 6s., so that an 
overdraft would be required. The Dublin Cor- 
poration had made all ite payments on account 
up to date uas; but the County Councils 
P| Dublin, Wicklow and Louth were in arrears, 
the latter two being particularly so. Nearly 
five months had elapsed since the commence- 
ment of the financial year, and no contribution 
hed yet been made by County Wicklow towards 
the cost of maintenance and care of ite patients, 
the bill for the first two quarters being £9,269. 
County Louth had paid only £35,000 on account 
of £11,948, and County Dublin had made no 
payment ‘yet on account of the second quarter's 
instalment of £11,686, covering the period from 
let July to 30th September. 

Mr. 4 T. Daly said that he understood that 
a number of the Wicklow rate collectors were 
in prison. 

e Chairman read a letter from the Wicklow 
County Council, in which it was stated that it 
might be possible to transfer the money about 
the end of August. At present seven of the 
Council’s collectors were in custody. 

The Chairman added that they could quite 
understand that it was “enemy action ' that 
had delayed the sending of the money. 

The report of the Committee was adopted. 
IRISH RAILWAYS eh COAL TRANSPORT 


Mr. P. T. Daly drew attention to the fact 
that they were getting coal from Cardiff to 
Portrane Asylum at 15s, per ton carriage, while 
the carriage of coal to the same place from Athy 
was £1 dús. per ton. That clearly proved that, 
if there were people who were interested in Irish 
coal, it was not the railway companies. It was 
time that joint action should E taken with 
other Councils in the matter, as by themselves 
they would be only beating the air. 

It was decided to refer the matter to Dail 
Eireann. 

Mr. Daly proposed that in future in all ap- 
pointments to the staff residence in the con- 
tributory areas should be an essential condition. 

After some discussion the motion was passed 
by six votes to five. 

ASYLUM ATTENDANTS AND DAIL 
EIREANN. 

A letter was read from Attendants MecGuin- 
mess, O'Connell, and Kearney, refusing on 

rinciple to accept the decision of Dail Eireann. 
They were, however, prepared to make good the 
damage to the padded room in Portrane Asylum 
“ provided: there is no other punishment in- 
flicted.”’ 

The Chairman asked if the letter would be 
noted and the decision maintained. 

Mr. Daly suggested that a committee should 
be appointed to discuss the matter with the 
Minister of the Local Government Board of 
Dail Eireann, as it would be hard on the men 
to punish them in the manner intimated when 
they had really no connection with the dance or 
the club in question. 

After some discussion the suggestion was 
adopted, &nd the matter was allowed to stand 
over for @ month pending the report of the 
deputation, 

The remaining business was routine.

CALCUTTA’S FAMOUS BANYAN,

The great banyan tree in the Royal Botanic 
Gardens, Caleutta, beneath which many thou- 
sands of people have picnicked for three genera- 
tions past, is slowly dying. The last annual 
report says:- 

In the report for 1903-04 the beginning of 
the break-up of the great banyan tree was 
noted. Since then, little by little, the. natural 

of \decay has gone on, and during the 
past year it was found necessary to remove a 
considerable section from the central part of 
the tree. This decay is inevitable, but the tree 
as a whole should last for many years to come. 

The famous tree is believed to be about 130 
years old. Its branches cover a espace of ground 
900 feet in circumference. Its trunk has a girth 
of 51 feet, and some 300 branches have pushed 
down from the original or subsequent, growths 
to the ground, there to become fresh “trunka’”’ 
forming part of the system of supports by 
which the vaet roof of the tree is sustained. 

The great garden will never be quite itself 
when famous banyan has disappeared, 
and everything possible will be done to preserve 
at least some considerable relic of it as long as

Recently while strolling over the forest % 
search of fox dens with cubs, and when cross- 
ing over the shoulder of Ben-a-Sceach, en 
route for the Sanctuary (writes “P.G.’ in the 
Scotaman), I caught sight of something moving 
on the ground higher up the hill at an altitude 
of 2,500 feet. Keeping out of sight and stalk- 
ing nearer, 1 got my eyes on three kittens piay- 
ing with each other exactly as the kittens of 4 
domestic tabby do, with which we are all so 
familiar. 
have killed all three with one shot, but 1 had 
not the heart to do,eo, I was so interested at 
the sight. Though I have been a keeper m 
mountainous districts for forty years, this was 
the first opportunity I had of findmg a wild 
cats’ den. and seeing the young kittens playing 
outside the entrance. Leaving them in their 
innocent gambols, I hurried homewards, and 
arranged for two other keepers to assist me in 
digging out the den’ the following day in order 
to get the kittens alive. Armed with spades 
and picks, we started early, and had a couple 
of hours’ picking and digging round a large 
monolyth to get at the hole. After a great dea! 
of hard work. we got to the end, and secured 
the kittens. Great cam had to be taken in 
seizing them, as they would '' spit” and scratch 
like httle demons, but eventually they were got 
into a bag and conveyed home. The remains 
of a number of rabbits were found around and 
in the den. Thinking milk warm from the cow 
would be the best food for them, I soon learned 
I had made a mistake, as two of them pined 
and died, and but for changing the food to the 
flesh of rabbits, I would, I think. have lost the 
third one. Luck, however, was in my fa 
and it afforded me great pleasure to see 
thriving. I have since been assured that mils 
of cows is far too etrong for wild creatures such 
as young roe, young badgers, or wild kittens, 
especially when very young. As I understand 
wild cats are untameable, I have sent the kitten 
to the Scottish Zoological Park.
